and every student, says SGA 
Vice President, R.D. Hulst. 

In a recent survey by the 
SGA, of 15 programs looked at, 
44% of the courses were not 
offered this year. Funding is 
needed to hire additional profs 
and make classroom space for 
these programs. 

The lack of diversification in 
francophone programs is also a 
very serious problem at Lau- 
rentian, says AEF Vice Presi- 
dent Bruno Gaudette. Thi s is es- 
pecially detrimental to a large 
number of upper year franco- 
phone students who are unable 
to find coures in French. 

Student aid, housing, and re- 
search/development and 
teaching are also issues ad- 
dressed at Queen's Park. 

"In one way or another these 
problems all affect Laurentian 
University/' said Weir. 



SGA Finds Interim 
Director of 
Bilingual Affairs

Emy Abitbol was recently 
appointed by the S.G.A, council 
as an interim Director of Bilin- 
gual Affairs until the position 
can be filled at the March Gen- 
eral election. 

Emy Abitbol replaces Dom- 
inique Poulin who resigned 
after the Christmas holidays. 
Abitbol says the SGA takes its 
bilingualism seriously, "how- 
ever the lack of guidance with 
respect towards a bilingual cri- 
teria must improve and move 
onwards." Abitbol originally 
ran for the^position in the spring 
of '87 but was defeated. 

Abitbol plans to lobby the 
Laurentian senate for upper 
year francophone courses. He 
referred to the Conseil de 
enscignement e*i Francais, 
(CEF), which acts as a "watch- 
dog" for francophone interests, 
saying that he would like to see 
two SGA representatives on 
this council; an equivalent to 
the two AEF members now sit- 
ting on the CEF. The council 
can "recommend programmes 
and courses which are of par- 
ticular interest to the franco- 
phone component of the Uni- 
versity community." Abitbol 
mentioned that not all the lob- 
bying must be done by the Di- 
rector of Bilingual Affairs but 
"we need unity to do this", a 
unity that would result from 
students support. "This would 
create pressure with respect to 
academic courses that interest 
the francophone students," he 
adds. 

Abitbol believes that the re- 
maining period of the school 



term doesn't allow him much 
time to make substantial ac- 
complishments. Especially in 
the entertainment field, "as of 
yet there is no confirmation 
whether or no there will be 
French entertainment within 
this time frame, however we 
will try our best." 

Abitbol says he might run in 
the March 22,23,24 student 
general election for next year's 
position of Director of Bilingual 
Affairs, adding that it "de- 
pended upon other circum- 
stance", such as another candi- 
date being better qualified. 

A 2nd year physical educa- 
tion student, Abitbol has 
worked for the SGA as a stu- 
dent representative. Also, 
Abitbol served as Services 
Commissioner working with 
the SGA in organizing services 
and entertainment including 
Carny Week. « 

Abitbol expressed positive 
opinions about the previous 
Director of Bilingual Affairs, 
Dominique Poulin, giving her 
credit for her effort during the 
Bilingual Week of Action. 
Poulin's major contribution, 
however, was the 4 year bilin- 
gual plan, that she created to 
give the SGA direction in creat- 
ing a bilingual environment 
within the SGA. The plan she 
introduced is well structured he 
adds, "but we have to accom- 
plish it." Abitbol went on to say 
that Poulin's downfall was that 
"she was not patient with the 
SGA", and he believes his pa- 
tience will be a virtue when 
working with the SGA. 



Pub Down Under Gets 
New Manager 



Laurentian's pub once again 
has a new manager. As of Feb- 
ruary 1st, Phil Povey came into 
this position. Dave Filion, 
President of the SGA, explained 
that the previous manager 
"didn't meet the terms of his 
probation during his trial pe- 
riod." In between managers in 
early December a representa- 
tive from Marriott Food Serv- 
ices took over during which 
time Povey was acting as an 
assistant. 



Filion said that during the 
three years that Phil was in- 
volved in the Pub he "came to 
appear in the forfront with alot 
of good ideas about the pub and 
how to improve it while mak- 
ing it more fun and safer." 

Povey himself stated that, 
"in the past things have been 
rather slack and I plan to take 
amore serious approach with 
the Pub and especially the 
staff."

Committee Aiding 
Harassment Victims

Chances are that if you were 
the victim of sexual harassment 
on this campus, you wouldn't 
know where or who to turn to. 
The Presidential Advisory 
Committee on the Status of 
Women has set about changing 
that situation with a large cam- 
paign to make students more 
aware of their rights, and the 
facilities available to them. 

According to the 

University's Sexual Harass- 
ment Policy and Procedure, 
sexual harassment is "Un- 
wanted, sexually oriented, ver- 
bal and/or physical advances, 
made by a person who knows 
or ought reasonably to know 
that such attention is un- 
wanted." The difference be- 
tween sexual harassment and 
other flirtatious behaviour 
comes in the inequality of the 
parties involved and the power 
exercised by the instigator, and 
the absence of consent from the 
victim. Finally, a situation is 
considered sexual harassment 
when "... such conduct has the 
purpose or effect of interfering 
with an individual's work, 
study or academic performance 
and /or creating a negative psy- 
chological and emotional envi- 
ronment..., or when submission 
to such conduct is made either 
explicitly or implicitly a term or 
condition of an individual's 



employment or academic 
status, or when submission to 
or rejection to such conduct by 
and individual is used as the 
basis for decisions regarding 
employment or academic 
status." 

The victim of sexual harass- 
ment can be in a rather ugly 
predicament. Unwanting to 
participate in behaviour leaves 
the victim fearful of academic 
reprisals and this can seriously 
affect the learning environment 
which is supposed to be com- 
fortable. The fear of ostraciza- 
rion, reprisal and undeserved 
punishment by the manipula- 
tor can cause the victim to 
change institutions or worse, 
leave the pursuit of learning 
behind altogether, causing seri- 
ous psychological, academic 
and loss of career effects. 

In response to the need for 
proper policy and the monitor- 
ing of such conduct, should it 
ever occur, the Presidential 
Advisory Committee on the 
Status of Women has formed 
the Sexual Harassment Educa- 
tion and Complaint Committee 
(SHECC) to deal with educat- 
ing the public and receiving 
complaints on the behalf of the 
victim. Complaint procedures 
have been clearly outlined and 
should a victim ever feel 'the 
need to pursue such action, 



62,000 Summer 
Jobs Available for 
Youth Through Skills 
Development Ministry 
Programs 



A total of $45.8 million will 
be spent to create 62,000 sum- 
mer jobs for young people in 
Ontario through three Ministry 
of Skills Development pro- 
grams. 

The three programs are: 

START-UP Offers up to 
$3,000, interest-free loans to 
students starting their own 
summer business. Information 
on Student Start Up will be sent 
this month Ontario high 
schools and post-secondary in- 
stitutions. Approximately 
1,500 students are expected to 
take part in this $900,000 pro- 
gram. 

ONTARIO SUMMER EM- 
PLOYMENT Pays qualified 
employers a wage subsidy of 
$1.25 an hour toward the sala- 
ries of young people hired for 



new summer jobs. The subsidy 
is available for hiring extra 
young people in addition to the 
ones an employer would nor- 
mally hire during the summer. 
Employers who have partici- 
pated in the program in the past 
will receive information this 
month about this year's pro- 
gram. About 53,000 jobs 
through 30,000 employers will 
be created by the $30 million 
program. 

SUMMER EXPERIENCE '88 
Provides 7,500 career-related 
jobs for students in Ontario 
government ministries and 
agencies. The available jobs are 
listed in the Summer Experi- 
ence brochure available 
through guidance counseling 
offices in high schools and 
placement offices in colleges 
and universities. The program 
will cost $14.9 million. 



they can do so in strictest confi- 
dence by either contacting Prof. 
Margaret Kechnie (ext.1052), or 
Ms. Pat Tobin (ext. 5057), both 
members of the committee. 

Because most incidents of 
sexual harassment go unre- 
ported due to fear of academic 
reprisals and the like, the 
committee faces difficulty in 
assisting victims to pursue 
complaints. Pat Tobin, Chair- 
person for SHECC, says that 
victims must remember that 
"they are not at fault for what's 
happened, despite the many 
myths that surround harass- 
ment, such as the classic 'she 
asked for it, she wanted it, and 
now she's lying about it'; if s 
important to take a stand and 
protect ourselves. Only educa- 
tion of the public and commu- 
nication will help." 

Sexual harassment is a very 
serious and dangerous prob- 
lem, and there is no really accu- 
rate way to judge how much, if 
any, happens on this campus. 
However, one should remem- 
ber that it is not strictly confined 
to females as victims, and that 
there are definite policies and 
procedures available to the stu- 
dent and others in the Lauren- 
tian community to combat the 
number of incidents that do 
occur.

New OFS Chair Says Students 
Don't Have to be Radical 



Toronto (CUP) - Newly 
elected chair of the Ontario 
Federation of Students, Shelley 
Potter, said the federation's ap- 
proach may have changed but it 
still gets results. 

"I don't know that you have 
to march on Queen's Park or 
that you have to be incredibly 
radical to come up with an inno- 
vative display of your prob- 
lems," said Potter. 

The Wifrid Laurier agradu- 
ate student said fresh tactics 
like a provincial classroom 
jamming competition to llus- 
trate the problems of university 
overcrowding are more likely 
to stir a reaction from the gov- 
ernment than traditional stu- 
dent protests. 



Potter said today's students 
are 'consumers' who pay 
groups like OFS to protect their 
interests through professional 
lobbying that is 'more re- 
spected at Queen's Park" 

The federation has to keep 
prodding the provincial gov- 
ernment with lobby sessions 
and letter- writing campaigns in 
order to ber heard, said Potter. 

"We have to face the reality 
that we've got a majority gov- 
ernment. We don't have the 
luxury of a minority — people 
that are really concerned about 
listening to us." 

Potter said she is still waiting 
for Lyn McLeod, Ontario's 
Minister of Colleges and Uni- 



versities, to respond to OFS 
concerns. 

"There's only so long she can 
say 'I've only been in power for 
three and half months/" said 
Potter. 

Potter said her first priority 
will be to encourage more col- 
lege student councils to partici- 
pate in OFS and to lobby the 
government for the repeal of 
minicipal by-laws which limits 
the number of unrelated people 
living togerher in a house. 

Elected with Potter at OFS's 
general meeting last weekend 
were Campaign Coordinator 
Leah Scodras from the UNiver- 
sity of Ottawa and "link" to the 



Canadian CF-18 Fighters Intercept Soviet Cruise 
Missile Bombers For First Time Over Beaufort Sea 



Three Canadian Forces jet 
fighters and two United States 
Air Force fighters intercepted 
two Soviet Bear H aircraft over 
the Beaufort Sea, off the West 
Coast of Canada, 
According to the NOrthe 
American Aerospace Defence 
Command (NORAD), the Bears 
were detected by radar of the 
new North Warning System. 
This is the fourth Canadian in- 
tercept this year and the first 
time that Canadan jet fighters 
intercepted Sovit military air- 
craft in the Western Artie. 

This incident also marked 
the fourth time in the last seven 
days that Soviet military air- 
craft have been intercepted, 



identified and tracked off of 
Canada's shores by NORAD 
fighter interceptors under 
opeational comtrolf of the Ca- 
nadian NORAD Region Head- 
quarters in North Bay. 

Three CF-18 fighter intercep- 
tors from 441 Squadren, CFB 
Cold Lake and one supporting 
CC-1 37 Boeing Tanker from 437 
Squadron, CFB Trenton, were 
scrambled from Inuvik. The 
Canadian interceptors were 
participating in Exercise Light- 
ning Strike at the time of the 
intercept. 

The pilots of the interceptors 
identified the Soviet aircraft as 
Bear H's. The Bear H is the long 
range bomber that can be used 



as a launch platform for ;the 
cruise missile. The Soviet air- 
craft remained over interna- 
tional waters and at no time did 
they penetrate Canadian air- 
space, according to NORAD. 
Their closest approach to land 
was 185 nautical miles (290 km) 
north of Shingle Point, the 
Yukon. 

The fighter interceptor force 
carries out the NORAD task of 
controlling access to sovereigh 
airspace of Canada and the 
United States in peacetime and 
would provide defence against 
an attack from bombers and 
cruise missiles in the event of 
hostilities. 



Underfunding of Women 
Sports Unacceptable

Guelph (CUP) - The under- 
funding of women's sports is 
inexcusable now that there are 
more women undergraduate 
students at Ontario universities 
than men, says two University 
of Windsor professors. 

According to a study by Pat 
Galasso and Marge Hokman, 
the average university budget 
for men's sports is five times 
that allocated for women's. 
And the discrepancy widens in 
Ontario's 22 colleges. 

The two-year study shows 
that the average budget of a 
male university sports adminis- 
trator is $555,282, while a fe- 
male counterpart would only 
manage an average of $102,955. 
The average male administra- 
tor at a community college 
might control a budget of 
$157,857 compared to $10,666 
for a woman. 

According to Galasso these 
amounts translate roughly into 
the amount spent on men's and 
women's varsity sports. 

"There's no excuse to have 
that much money spent on 
men's sports as opposed to 
women's, " said Galasso. "If we 
believe this kind of activity is 
helpful and fun then it's the re-

sponsibility of those who are 
running the program to encour- 
age women to try out." 

Galasso said that the average 
number of men participating in 
university sports is 313 com- 
pared to 157 women and uni- 
versities have an average of 
seven women's varsity teams 
compared to nine men's. 

"In virtually all of the com- 
parisons in this study there is 
virtually no single factor where 
the male is disadvantaged on 
average in salary, administra- 
tion position, participation 
opportunities or resource allo- 
cation," the study concluded. 

Olympic rower, Angela 
Snerder, said underfunding of 
both men's and women's sports 
if a problem. 

At the Ontario Federation of 
Student's annual general meet- 
ing, Sneider spoke of early 
morning rowing practices 
when women and lightweight 
men would battle for the same 
equipment. 

But even in rowing, what 
Sneider calls "the last bastion of 
male conservative reserve/' 
women can be and are as com- 
petitive as men.

Toronto (CUP) - Applica- 
tions to Ontario universities 
have increased by at least 10 per 
cent. And it could be even 
higher once the final figures are 
in, say university and student 
groups. 

The increase is expected to be 
well above last year's record 6.4 
per cent increase in applica- 
tions. 

"We are extremely con- 
cerned/' said Sheena Weir, 
chair of the Ontario Federation 
of Students. "At present, 80 per 
cent of universities don't even 
have enough classroom space 
for their students, none of them 
have enough library space and 
admission standards have gone 
through the roof." 

Duncan Ivison, OFS cam- 
paign researcher, said prelimi- 
nary figures were made public 
because universities are al- 
ready panicking about the 
number of students who will be 
knocking on their doors for 
admission next fall. 

However, the director of On- 
tario Universities Application 
Centre, Herb Pettipiere, said 
there is no way to reasonably 
predict the actual increase be- 
fore figures are released Febru- 
ary 15. 

"We haven't run our first set 
of statistics yet," said Pettipiere, 



though he said a 10 per cent 
increase was a reasonable esti- 
mate. 

Ivison said the increase is 
due to the bulge that occurred 
with both grade 12 and 13 stu- 
dents applying for university 
admission, as well as the in- 
creased percentage of high 
school students choosing to go 
to university. 

Helena Moncrieff, press sec- 
retary for the minister of col- 
leges and Universities, said the 
government is committed to 
funding universities for any en- 
rollment increase at both the 
graduate and the undergradu- 
ate levels. 

But rather than the grade 12 
graduate bulge, Moncrieff at- 
tributes the increase to more 
applications from native, fran- 
cophone and disabled students 
who see that the government is 
providing special programs to 
attend to their needs. 

"More people are looking at 
university and college as a logi- 
cal ster," she said. 

Moncrieff said she expects 
that universities will be able to 
accommodate the additional 
enrollment. 

'They responded well last 
time and we have seen indica- 
tions that they will respond this 
time," she said. 



However, William Sayers, 
communications director for 
the Council of Ontario universi- 
ties, said though the govern- 
ment spent about $27 million to 
finance enrollment increases 
last year, he's not sure where 
the money came from. 

"It may have been taken off 
the top of the pot of what the 
government was going to give 
us anyway," said Sayers, add- 
ing the COU will be meeting 
with Ontario treasurer Robert 
Nixon in early March to get a 
commitment of additional 
money to deal with the in- 
crease. 

"If the government doesn't 
come up with the (additional) 
money, then universities will 
have to raise admission stan- 
dards," said Sayers. 

To deal with th long term 
problem of underfunding, 
Moncrieff said 22 capital proj- 
ects are underway, but some 
space problems can be tempo- 
rarily solved by rearranging 
schedules so rooms are used to 
their full capacity. 

Moncreiff said she doesn't 
know if the Liberal 
government's promise of 5,000 
new residence beds will be real- 
ized by the fall. 

"If s still a commitment. I'm 
not sure where it is specifi- 
cally." 



Professors Seek Huge Boost 
in Funding for Universities 



Ontario's professors have 
called for $1.4 billion in addi- 
tional provincial funding for 
universities. 

the Ontario Confederation of 
University Faculty Associa- 
tions (OCUFA) says that de- 
spite rhetoric to the contrary 
post-secondary education has 
dropped as a government pri- 
ority. 

In a pre-budget submission 
to Ontario Treasurer Robert 
Nixon, OCUFA says that hard 
pressed universities have been 
given numerous additional re- 
sponsibilities but no added 
funds. 

"Post-secondary institutions 
are increasingly being touted as 
an instrument of economic pol- 
icy, a means whereby Canada 
can prepare its citizens to excel 
in the competitive high tech 
environment we call the infor- 
mation age. Universities are 
being encouraged to make di- 



rect links with business, to 
spawn the entrepreneurs who 
will be future industry leaders, 
to be centres of innovation 
where research will generate 
the future technologies that will 
enhance the country's wealth." 
And yet the professors say the 
province has "shamelessly 
eroded base funding." 

OCUFA says that the addi- 
tional funding would be used to 
hire new faculty; purchase new 
equipment; provide additional 
funding to support basic re- 
search; renew library stock and 
repair old buildings and build 
new ones. OCUFA represents 
Ontario's 12,000 professors. 

The professors say that lack 
of funds has resulted in over- 
crowded classrooms, libraries 
and laboratories which now 
"pose a threat to the personal 
safety of students and faculty." 
The situation will only worsen 
OCUFA says when large num- 



bers of "fast track" high school 
graduates enter university 
from the OS:IS stream. 

OCUFA says it was "sorely 
disappointed" at the funding 
levels announced for universi- 
ties last year. Operating grants 
were increased by 4.5% which 
the professors say was less than 
the increase in the consumer 
Price Index. OCUFA added 
that there was nothing in last 
year's announced level of fund- 
ing that would enable universi- 
ties to begin repairing the finan- 
cial erosion that has taken place. 

In its las t pre-budget sub- 
mission OCUFA had recom- 
mended a funding increase of 
$500 million. That figure had to 
be revised the professors say 
because enrolments continue to 
escalate and the costs of major 
repairs, innovations, altera- 
tions and new construction on 
campus have all gone up.

Disgusted With 
the Cheating 



Dear Editor: 

I have just returned from 
writing a test in an upper year 
economics course. Much to my 
disgust, the student sitting be- 
side me was cheating, in the 
^ame manner used by high 
school students, namely the 
"cheat sheet". This is not the 
first, nor the tenth time I have 
observed such behaviour and it 
likely won't be the last. 

In my four years here. I have 
observed students using "cheat 
sheets", writing tests with their 
books open on the floor, copy- 
ing from other students work 
(assignments and essays as well 
as tests), professors leaving the 
classrooms during a test and 
students doing well on an ex- 
amination only because they 
had a copy of the exam prior to 
its invigilation. I have also seen 
cases where professors refused 
to do anything about the cheat- 
ing they observed and if any- 
thing was done, generally the 
student has been able to talk 
their way out of any action 
being taken. 

According to the Laurentian 
University Calender 1987-88, 
Academic Dishonesty (plagia- 
rism, cheating and impersona- 
tion) is viewed seriously. How 
serious can this be if a student is 
caught cheating on a Christmas 
exam, held in the gymnasium, 
and yet is allowed to continue in 
the course? 

Thus far this week, I have 
written three tests and during 
each one I have observed vari- 
ous methods of cheating. Had 
the professors ensuring 
adequate spacing was enforced 
(ie. sitting one seat apart), or 
been more aware of what was 
going on (looking up from their 
reading material periodically) 



some of this could have been 
eliminated. 

The common occurrence of 
cheating results in disillu- 
sioned student: those of us who 
thought marks were awarded 
for merit, not dishonesty. Had I 
known that university exams 
were to be a test in writing as 
much as possible on the small- 
est piece of paper available or 
using tact and manipulation in 
order to obtain a copy of the 



exam beforehand (ie. from T. 
A's), I would not have been 
proud to call myself a univer- 
sity student. 

If a university degree is 
awarded on these merits, then I 
have been wasting my time, 
money and energy pursuing a 
degree that means nothing to 
me!!

My first impression of an issue like Khmer Rouge Killers being 
included in the Cambodian refugees that were admitted to Canada 
is, well, non-existant. How do you absorb something like that? 
These are people who were actively involved in the massacre of 
over a million Cambodians, the same nationality as themselves, 
and then as soon as the Vietnamese come along, they join the very 
people they've been terrorizing in assuming refugee status; like 
schoolyard bullies who run for cover as soon as the teacher comes. 

Canada, in order to try to deal with the thousands upon thou- 
sands of Cambodians that applied, was forced to case up on ordi- 
nary security checks a requirements (such as passports, official 
papers). The refugees didn't have it so easy in the U.S., which 
utilized much more strict and more thorough interviews in its 
determination to prevent any and all Khmer Rouge from entering 
the country. Unfortunately, this meant that many innocent refu- 
gees were turned away as well. So what we have is a perpendicu- 
lar situation of sorts; the U.S. wants to keep the Khmer Rouge out, 
while Canada tries to assume the humanitarian position, taking in 
as many refugees as is acceptable. Either way, if s the innocent 
Cambodians that are somehow paying the price. 

Then again, how do you even define innocent, when you trace 
the facts back? The Khmer Rouge regime was attempting to estab- 
lish a social revolution by reworking the basic social and moral 
guidelines of the individual's thinking through means of terrorism, 
etc. They held the advantage in recruiting soldiers for the cause 
because of the financial situation that they impposed on the people. 
The industry consisted of unpaid work gangs, where Cambodians 
did manual labour, working 19hrs/day, 7days/wk, with barely 
enough food to constitute a diet. These people were forced to seek 
sustinence in rats, mice, and cockroaches. Becoming a soldier was 
the only way to guarantee avoidance of starvation. From there, 
there was no choice except to change their mentalities to those of 
trained killers. 

It' s easy enough for us to sit back in our cushioned armchairs and 
say "Hey, whoa! They had a choice. When it comes right down to 
it, no-one can make you do it." but how do we really know that? 
How do you displace your sense of outraged morality against 
murder long enough to try to focus on even a remote corner of what 
these people had to live with, 24 hours a day, every day, with no 
commercials to offset the tension? These people were forced to 
adopt a Call of the Wild-kill or be killed. 

I'm not condoning the actions of the Khmer Rouge soldiers that 
preside here in Canada presently; they're a helluva lot less innocent 
than the over 1 million Cambonians that were slaughtered. No- 
where is it engraved in marble that every single soldier was 
reluctant to kill. But I do think it's possible to assume that, to a 
certain degree, they are victims of the Khmer Rouge, just like the 
innocent Cambodians were, and still are. 

When it comes down to the sauce, the blame should be concen- 
trated on Khieu Samphan, Ieng Sary, and Saloth San (aliaz Pol Pot) 
the three men who began and led this regime.

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Copyright Legislation May Affect 
Students and Academics 



Six months ago in London, Ontario, a boy scout troop 
was fined $600 for showing a copied video tape to about 
thirty young boys. They are charged with infringing 
copyright laws. 

Copyright protection laws in Canada have not changed 
since they were instituted in 1924. Since then, technological 
and cultural advances have left major sectors of the 
creative industry, such as the developers of computer 
software, without legal protection against commercial 
piracy. Televisions, photocopiers, audio and videotape re- 
corders, computers, satellites, and a vast number of infor- 
mation storage and retrieval systems "have become com- 
mon instruments for the use and exploitation of intellectual 
property", according to the federal government. 

In 1984, the Mulroney government made copyright 
revisio n a high priority, following the lead of Canada's 
major trading partners- the United States, Great Britain, 
France, Japan and other industrialized nations. 

An all-party sub-committee report released in 1985, 
called A Charter of Rights for Creators, underlined the 
importance of compensating creators for their "special 
contribution" to Canada. This compensation, the govern- 
ment says, will virtually subsidize Canada's cultural 
community. 

But many Canadians are concerned, particularly at uni- 
versities and libraries. Paying copyright dues on photocop- 
ied material, they claim, will do very little for Canadian 
writers. Because only 20 per cent of the domestic book 
trade is Canadian owned, most of the money will be 
leaving the country. Although the government will satisfy 
the demands of its trading partners, the education sector 
will suffer. 

The government's new brainchild, Bill C-60, is a package 
of proposals for amending Canada's Copyright Act. The 
amending bill is being worked on in two parts, the first 
dealing with computer program protection, anti-piracy 
remedies, a new copyright board, the nature of collective 
management of copyright revenues and moral rights of 
copyright holders. The second package of proposals, still in 
the works, deals with the formation of protective mecha- 
nisms such as copyright collectives. 

The current law's inability to deal with technological ad- 
vances created difficulty for inventors, artists, consumers 
and copy-right based industries. Alongside the concerns 
about the fundamental importance of protecting copyright, 
the economic importance of the new legislation is becom- 
ing apparent. 

"Canada has become known as a legal haven for the 
pirating of software," says Mike Renshaw, a McGill Uni- 
versity Law Librarian. 

In 1986, industries dependent upon copyright enforce- 
ment contributed nearly $10 billion to Canada's economy. 
In 1985, for instance, the music industry contributed $600 
million to the Canadian economy but lost an estimated $40 
million to the sale of pirated sound recordings. 

Bill C-60 advocates the formation of collective associa- 
tions representing authors, modeled on two government 
agencies - CAPAC and PROCAN. These two non-profit 
organizations represent those who hold copyright on musi- 
cal works. They grant licenses and collect royalty fees from 
all users - radio, television, shopping malls, elevators, etc... 

Eventually, the government envisages compensation to 
the creator for all copied material, regardless of the usage. 



The collective is "a mechanism the artist can recoup on 
that makes it easier to protect the legal rights of creators," 
says Paulette Kelley, executive director of the Periodical 
Writers' Association of Canada. 

"But at the same time, we don't want people to be 
unable to enjoy created work." 

According to the federal government, "the new law will 
balance the needs of the creators to control and be paid for 
the use of their work with the needs of users to have the 
easiest and widest possible access to copyright material. It 
will increase the rights of creators, expand the protection of 
subject matter and provide fewer exceptions for users, 
thereby contributing to economic demands made by collec- 
tive associations. 

In Quebec, the provincial government is already paying 
the Quebec Writers' Union $1 million for photocopying 
privileges for the CEGEPs. This covers the photocopying 
royalties on the 17,000 works registered with the union. But 
the agreement does not cover the university or public 
libraries. 

"Collectives set up a levy assessment against libraries 
for photocopying privileges, which means higher rates for 
photocopies and more restriction on research," says Dr. 
Eric Ormsby, director of libraries at McGill University. 

"It is a difficult situation, because the precedent in 
Quebec doesn't even allow 10 or 15 pages of free photocop- 
ies. They charge for every copy and levy extra charges for 
more substantial amounts." 

Bill C-60 will cost provincial libraries millions of dollars, 
says Peter Rogers, a representative of the Ontario Library 
Association Copyright Committee. 

"The OLA is completely opposed (to the bill). In my 
opinion, the law could be the most restrictive the English- 
speaking world has ever seen," he says. 

"It's ridiculous. If educational libraries had to pay a col- 
lective for every photocopy they made, we would be 
talking about millions of dollars taken out of the educa- 
tional budget. There would be a horrendous bill for this. 
And of course, the taxpayers will be the ones to pay." 

"But it's not really a question of money, or of paying 
authors for the repeated use of their works. It is a question 
of legislation for easy access," says Rogers. 

But Flora MacDonald, the federal minister of Communi- 
cations, says Bill C-60 is quite reasonable. 

"Not only are the libraries at present not paying any 
creative royalties to the author or writer, they are actually 
using his or her work to subsidize their own activities. 
They are charging the public (for photocopies) as if the 
creator were charging them, but they are keeping it," she 
says. 

The Canadian Association of Research Libraries (CARL) 
is opposing the bill because it lacks exemptions for 
libraries. 

"Libraries are most concerned that the legitimate inter- 
ests of research library users be balanced against the 
equally legitimate right of the creators," according to David 
McCallum, CARL's executive director. 

CARL maintains that the single copy reproduction of li- 
brary articles for inter-library loan is an important way for 



libraries to share their resources with single users, a service 
that Bill C-60 would prohibit. 

"CARL would prefer Canada frame legislation like that 
of the United States, the United Kingdom, and Australia, 
and recognize the single copy practice as legitimate and 
fair to both the creators and users of information," says Mc- 
Callum. 

Paulette Kelley says a writer's collective can address 
concerns such as fair use of copyrighted material. 

"We absolutely believe in a national coalition of writers 
and poets, in putting it forward, in putting it into practice," 
she says. 

Librarians and educators are concerned that having to 
locate the owner of a copyright will restrict researchers 
who want to use someone's work. 

"You want to use somebody's article or book or vide- 
otape segment, just to copy it to make a presentation or 
write a report, and you have to find the copyright owner. 
How are you going to do that?" asks Peter Rogers. 

- Collectives are suggested as solutions to the problems as 
are blanketed licensing arrangements like the one between 
the Quebec Writer's Union (UNEC) and the provincial gov- 
ernment. 

"But how can we guarantee that all of these people are 
going to be in one collective? Pierre Berton has publicly 
refused to join a collective. Will researchers have to track 
down five or six different collectives to find their writer? 
And where do they go if they want to tape a segment of a 
CBC news show or the Journal or something?" says Rogers. 

Royalty fees charged by writer's collectives would be 
determined by a random sampling process of libraries, de- 
termining wnich works are being most photocopied. Col- 
lectives would distribute payments to their members on a 
proportional basis, as a sort of "rough justice". 

"Libraries must pay the collectives for the photocopies 
the students and researchers are making," says Mike 
Renshawe. "You know the situation here. McGill's bank- 
rupt." 

"Canada is what is known as a net-importer of cultural 
property, which means we import a lot more than we 
produce. A lot of this money going to collectives would 
leave the country to foreign authors," he says. 

Rogers refers to the Stevenson-Kellogg study published 
in December's Canadian Library Association newsletter. 

"Almost all photocopying is personal stuff and a lot of it 
is American. That means all that 'Canadian culture' money 
is going to the States," he says. 

Renshaw is equally concerned. 

"By raising the cost of photocopying and multiplying 
the already existing administrative costs, in the long run 
libraries will be buying less books, and it will be harder to 
get at knowledge. No university can support this type of 
administration," he says. 

'This is a business deal. That's why so little attention is 
*being paid to the education community. Canada is main- 
taining equitable relations with her trading partners," 
Rogers says.

Le Chien: Intense Family Drama

Le Chien is an intense family 
drama by actor/ playwright/ 
poet Jean Marc Dalpe. 

It is co-produced by 
Sudbury's Theatre du Nouvel- 
Ontario (TNO) and Le Theatre 
National des Arts in Ottawa. 
Dalpe has worked as actor and 
creator in residence at the TNO 
for the last five years. 

Le Chien, Dalpe' s first solo 
playwright effort, is about Jay 
(Roy Dupuis), a young man and 
his isolated Northern Ontario 
hometown seven years ago 
under violent circumstances. 

Jay's back after seven years 
of chasing his American 
dreams because he also dreams 
of reconciling with his father 
(Roger Blay). 

But unlike the Bible's prodi- 
gal son, dad doesn't welcome 
him with open arms. Time has 
only made the older man more 
bitter toward Jay. 

While the main action cen- 
ters on the tense confrontations 
that stem from Jay's peace 
making attempts, may other 
dynamics are at work here. 

There's Celine (Helene 
Poulin) Jay's (Native) adapted 
sister, whose sunny exterior 
hides a tragic life. And Jay's 
mother (Marthe Turgeon), a 
repressed housewife who longs 
for freedom from both husband 
and town. 

Above all, there's the grand- 



father (Lionel Villeneuve), who 
has recently died but comes 
back in "flashbacks" and 
"phantom" conversations. 

He is the non-existent char- 
acter who is always present. He 
mediates betwen father's mad- 
ness and Jay's idealism. He 
provides a historical context, 
some wisdom and a modicum 
of conscience to a family album 
full of characters whose only 
guide is this moment's feelings. 

Le Chien is a real dog that 
exists offstage. A mad dog that 
does nothing but howl out its 
anger and frustration. 

It is also a symbol of life in a 
harsh northern enviroment 
where people struggle to avoid 
being swallowed up by mad- 
ness. 

And Dalpe also uses the dog 
to symbolize the father who 
looks and acts, who is full of 
pain and rage but dead at the 
core. 

This is a very long one act 
play that doesn't follow a linear 
pattern. It can't be broken into 
two or three acts because the 
past and present, real and imag- 
ined, inner and outer life aren't 
separated. 

Twenty years ago is now, 
seven years ago is now, what 
might happen twenty years 
from now is now in Le Chien's 
world. 

Le Chien uses an interesting 




slanted floor design which will 
probably work well in the kind 
of theatre where seats are 
slanted upwards in the oppo- 
site direction. 

I saw the play in Science 
North's Cavern and saw as 
much of the audience in front of 
me as I saw the decor and ac- 
tors. 

This work's strength lies in 



its text. Le Chien deals with im- 
portant interpersonal issues 
with strong and realistic lan- 
guage. 

Emotions are aroused, hopes 
and fears examined. The appar- 
ently vacant existences of 
people too long in isolation are 
filled with layers of meaning. 

With all the hype surround- 
ing Le Chien, I was prepared for 



a disappointment; Nothing, 
even a play bound for Ottawa, 
Toronto and Montreal, is that 
good. 

But I wasn't disappointed. 
Shaken, stirred, and chal- 
lenged, yes; disappointed, no. 

This mixture of the sacred 
and profane grabbed the audi- 
ence by its Francophone roots 
right from the beginning and 
didn't let go for a moment.

Tom Berenger and Sidney 
Poitier are tracking a wanted 
killer into the mountains, who 
in order to escape, has taken a 
guided hiking tour. The guide 
turns out to be Berenger' s girl- 
friend (Kirstie Alley) who soon 
becomes a hostage. Berenger 
plays another of the tour 
company's guides, a wilder- 
ness man who prefers nature to 
society. Poiter plays a federal 
agent who holds himself re- 
sponsible for the death of two 
innocent people as the result of 
his interference. He commis- 
sions Berenger to guide him 
into the mountains in order to 
catch the killer and save the girl. 

What follows is a delightful 



Alley, as the hostage, plays an 
admirable role as the resource- 
ful, clever, thinking female, in- 
stead of the typical dissy- 
headed, wide-eyed vegetable 
matter that scream and cry and 
leave the thinking to the men. 
The wilderness shots are 
breathtaking in places, like 
something right out of a post- 
card - guaranteed to please the 
nature nuts out there. Be 
warned, however, you soft- 
hearted moviegoers; there are 
some pretty violent scenes that 
may outrage your sense of inno- 
cence.

JUST 
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Oliver Jones Delights 
Sudbury Audience

It was a return to the earlier 
days of jazz when all the instru- 
mentalists played their own 
thing but all in the same direc- 
tion. Playing with only 2 other 
musicians, jazz pianist Oliver 
Jones led the trio in a spirited 
revival of Duke Ellington clas- 
sics, jazz standards, and origi- 
nal pieces that many audience 
members under 30 were only 
able to sum up as "really cool". 
A protege of Oscar Peterson, 
(he grew up in the same ci ty and 
did formal studies with Oscar's 
sister, Daisy Peterson 
Sweeney), Oliver has come into 
his own as a solid contribution 
to the Canadian jazz establish- 
ment. 

He was here to help break in 
the grand piano recently 
aquired by Huntington College 
and the University, and he gave 
the instrument a sound yet sen- 
sitive thrashing. Jones did two 
sets, the first an entertaining 
and well executed montage of 
songs from his latest albums 
and the second, very breezy 
and faithful renditions of songs 
requested by the audience. The 
combination of request for well 
known songs and his obvious 
vast knowledge brought an 
impressing effect to the eve- 
ning. 

Special credit should go to 
the ou tstanding work of the rest 
of the trio, bassist Daniel 
Dedard and drummer Jack 
Broumpton, for their very com- 
petent and energetic backup. 
Both members of the Lauren- 
tian community, Broumkplton 




and Bedard didn't get much 
chance to rehearse with Jones, 
so their playing was a true testa- 
ment to their musicianship; 
which more often than not is the 
ability to perform under the 
stress of not having rehearsed 
every note. 

I have not been a fan of jazz 
for a long time, and I was a bit 
apprehensive because I wasn't 
sure what he would play. To- 
days jazz albums are erratic 
thus misleading. 

Then there's New Age, the 
sort of Techno-jazz that Jean 
Luc Ponty and Jean Michel Jarre 
are responsible for. But no, 
Oliver is what you call a jazz 
classisist and he does and ex- 
tremely fine job at it. 



Another important facet to 
the artist is his untiring appre- 
ciation and devotion to the 
youth of Canada, and the uni- 
versity environment. He offered 
much of his time on the follow- 
ing Monday in workshops and 
such to ssist the musicians in the 
jazz field, and this kind of ac- 
cessability is not something that 
you find in every musician. 

Sometimes I closed my eyes 
and found myself in a bar some- 
where, with the lights dimmen 
and the martinis extra dry with 
a guy in the corner, playing a 
jazzy tune, and I, being under 
30, said to him that it was "re- 
ally cool". Play it again, Oliver. 
Play it again.

Band: Strange Advance

The third album form Vancouver's electronic pop duo, 
Strange Advance, is here and already making its mark on 
TV and radio. The song "Love Becomes Electric" is already 
on its way up both the video and Top-40 radio charts but 
fear not, this is not a 1 hit album. The album features 11 
songs with a much less electronic feel than the previous 
albums "2WO" and "Worlds Away 7 '. In fact it could be 
said that this album represents a new direction for the 
band.

Yalta

Yalta station balneaire situee 
en URSS sur la cote meridionale 
de la Crimee, est depuis 1945 
synonyme de partage du 
monde. Les deux grands, 
Sovietiques et Americains, au- 
raient alors reparti leurs zones 
d'influence devant une 
delegation britannique inca- 
pable de s'y opposer. Le 
resultat etait a l'avantage de 
Staline, car Roosevelt, diminue 
par la maladie, aurait cede pour 
preserver de bonnes relations 
avec "Uncle Joe". 

La th&se d'un partage des pe- 
uples europeens a ete 
accreditee, en France, par le 
general De Gaulle. Aujourd'hui 
encore, des hommes politiques, 
des journalistes, voire des histo- 
riens, s'efforcent de montrer 
combien Yalta a ete dommage- 
able k 1'evolution pacifique des 
relations internationales. Or, 
Yalta n'est peut-etre en rien une 
conference ou les Grands se 
seraient partages le monde. 
D'ou deux questions: que fut 
Yalta? pourquoi cette 
interpretation peut-etre 
erronee? 

L a 
Conference: 4-11 fevrier 1945 

Trois problemes sont a 
l'ordre du jour de la conference 
de Yalta: 

• L'Organisation des 
Nations Unies, dont les grandes 
lignes ont ete tracees a Dumbar- 
don Oaks, mais qu'il faut faire 
accepter definitivement. 

• La Pologne, dont il 



faut discuter du gouvernement 
(celui de Londres ou celui de 
Varsovie?) et des frontteres 
(leur deplacement vers 
l'Ouest). 

• L'intervention de 
l'URSS contre le Japon, que 
Roosevelt souhaite pour 
achever rapidement la guerre 
sans recourir a I'arme ato- 
mique. 

Les accords de Yalta furent 
juges satisfaisants par les Oc- 
cidentaux. En echange de 
l'intervention sovietique au 
Japon, Roosevelt accepta une 
solution plus mitigee concer- 
nant la Pologne. La theorie 
selon laquelle le monde y aurait 
ete divise est aujourd'hui plus 
ou moins remise en cause. En 
effet, une "declaration de prin- 
cipe" generale proclamait 
1'intention des Allies d'aider les 
peuples liberes a regler leurs 
probl&mes economiques et po- 
litiques selon les methodes de la 
democratie. Pour Roosevelt, ce 
texte impliquait le desaveu des 
accord s de Moscou et le ref us de 
reconnaitre a l'URSS une zone 
d'influence en Europe central e 
et orientale. Pour Staline, c'etait 
un texte de simple propagande, 
destine aux masses des pays 
democratiques, et qui 
n'engageait a rien. De fait, a 
peine la conference de Yalta 
achevee, les Sovietiques ren- 
forcent leur influence en 
Roumanie et en Pologne ils re- 
fusent d'entrer en contact avec 
le gouvernement nationaliste 



exile a Londres. Bref le climat se 
degrade. Roosevelt meurt sur 
ces entrefaits le 12 avril 1945. II 
est remplace par le vice- 
president Harry Truman, mais 
cette succession ne modifie 
gu£re le deroulement des 
ev£nements. Toutefois, une 
etape fondamentale est 
marquee par la conference de 
San Francisco (25 avril-25 juin 
1945) la mise sur pied d'une 
Organisation des Nations 
Unies (ONU). Elle prendra 
forme de fa^on ofhcielle en ten- 
ant sa premiere seance 
quelques mois plus tard: le 10 
Janvier 1946. 

Si aujourd'hui, l'ONU a pris 
une envergure considerable, on 
se doit de ne pas oublier quels 
furent les principes fondamen- 
taux qui guid£rent les peuples a 
cette epoque. Les signataires de 
la Charte des Nations Unies 
affirm£rent leur foi dans les 
droits de l'homme et leur 
resolution de promouvoir 
l'egalite des hommes et des 
femmes. lis proclam£rent 
egalement le droit des peuples a 
disposer d'eux-memes. Alors, 
en cette annee 1988, il me 
semble temps de rendre hom- 
mage a ces hommes d'hier qui 
ont construit de leurs idees et de 
leur volonte notre present, nous 
dormant ainsi le courage de 
batir un avenir dont la premiere 
phrase sera celle-ci: "Nous, 
peuples des Nations Unies 
resolus a preserver les 
generations futures..." (Extrait 
de la Charte des Nations Unies). 



Aspirine, un antidote

Une etude americaine vient 
de reveler que la prise d'un 
comprime d'aspirine tous les 
deux jours reduit de moirie le 
risque d'infarctus du myo- 
carde. Ces resultats ont ete 
publies le jeudi 28 Janvier dans 
l'hebdomadaire medical: The 
New England Journal of 
Medicine. Cette etude pour- 
rait, a bien des egards, avoir 
d'importantes repercussions 
sanitaires et economiques. 
L'idee d'utiliser 1'aspirine 
comme moyen de prevention 
contre l'infarcrus du myocarde 
n'est pas nouvelle. Cela fait deja 
plusieurs annees que 
differentes etudes ont montre 
que les proprietes anticoagu- 
lantes de 1'aspirine pouvaient 
efficacement servir a prevenir 
l'apparition des complications 
de l'artherosclerose. On sait, en 
particulier qu'en administrant 
de 1'aspirine a des personnes 
qui viennent d'avoir un in- 



farctus du myocarde on parvi- 
ent a diminuer nettement (entre 
20% et 24%) la frequence des 
recidives. 

La question etait de savoir si 
la prise reguliere d'aspirine 
chez des personnes en bonne 
sante n'ayant jamais eu 
d'infarctus pouvait se justifier. 
Pour repondre a cette interro- 
gation, vingt-deux mille 
soixante et onze medecins 
americains, ages de quarante a 
quatre-vingt-quatre ans, ont 
participe k cette etude qui avait 
debutee en 1982 sous la direc- 
tion du docteur Charles Hen- 
nekens ( Harvard Medical 
School) . Les resultats ne lais- 
sent guere de doute et il 
apparait done bien que la prise 
reguliere d'aspirine reduit de 
moitie (de 47% exactement) le 
risque d'infarctus du myo- 
carde, Sachant qu'aux Etats- 
Unis un million et demi 
d' Americains ont chaque annee 



un accident cardiaque et que 
cinq cent quarante mille en 
meurent on comprend d&s lors, 
l'importance m6diatique qui a 
ete donnee aux resultats de 
cette etude. Toutefois, il ne faut 
pas oublier que comme tout 
medicament 1'aspirine peut 
aussi avoir des effets secon- 
dares, et qu'il n'est pas sans 
danger en cas d'abus. 
Universellement connu, 
1'aspirine presente en effet un 
certain nombre de contre indi- 
cations en particulier dans le cas 
d'antecedants d'ulcfcre de 
l'estomac, de maladie 
hemorragique et d'insuffisance 
renale. Enfin, a titre indicatif, 
une etude realisee par les com- 
pagnies d'assurances 

americaines a montre que si une 
telle mesure se generalisait pres 
de un milliard de dollars de 
depenses de sante seraient 
economisees chaque annee.

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Musique, un mot

Lorsqu'il est question de mu- 
sique, on ne peut commencer 
que par Bach. Au moment ou 
Jean Sebastien Bach naquit en 
1685, la musique avait deja 
evoluee des chants religieux 
solennels du Moyen Age au 15e 
et 16e si£cle, periode au cours 
de laquelle la musique majes- 
tueuse influencee par le mou ve- 
ment Baroque refletait la fer- 
veur religieuse du protestan- 
tisme et de la Contre Reforme. 
Cette epoque, vit egalement le 
developpement d'un nouvel 
opera italien, ainsi que 
1'ascendance de la musique in- 
strumental rendue dans toute 
sa signification par les extraor- 
dinaires violons italiens: Amati 
et Stradiwari. Bach, Tun des 
maitre de musique d'orgue au 
monde, est aussi Tun des plus 
grands representants de la 
periode Baroque. Sa musique, 
d'inspiration essentiellement 
religieuse, detient une beaute 
unique dans sa consonnance. 
Georges Frederic Handel hut 
egalement un organiste et un 
chef d'orchestre de genie. Sa 
musique evoque d'avantage 
une certaine dignite, une 
elegance formelle presque 
solennelle. 

Vers le milieu du 18e si&cle, 
l'importance de la musique 
Baroque dramatique diminua, 
au profit de la periode classique 
qui debute son ascension grace 
au principe de l'harmonie. 
Franz Joseph Haydn composa 
plus d'une centaine de sympho- 
nies alors qu'un autre grand 
compositeur autrichien fut a 
l'origine de plus de six cent 
oeuvres musicales avant sa 
mort, a Tage de trente-cinq ans. 
Son nom: Wolfgang Amadeus 
Mozart 

Au 19e si&cle, le geant musi- 
cal inconteste Ludwig Von 
Beethoven, est considere 
comme etant le dernier clas- 
sique et le premier compositeur 
de l'fcre Romantique. En 
suivant ses traces, on retrouve 



tout un groupe de compos- 
iteurs romantiques admirables 
tels que Franz Shubert, Felix 
Mendelssohn, Robert Schu- 
mann et Frederic Chopin, lis 
transcrivent dans la dialectique 
musicale ce que Shelley, Byron 
et Keats exprim^rent dans leur 
poesie.

cette epoque: Joe "King" Ol- 
iver, "Jelly Roll" Morton et 
Louis Amstrong. Dans les 
annees 30, de grandes bandes 
de jazz devinrent extremement 
populaires et les meneurs tels 
que Benny Goodman, Glenn 
Miller et les fr&res Dorsey 
virent leur nom a l'affiche des 
plus grandes salles du monde. 

Durant les annees 1950, une 
nouvelle forme de musique 
balaya le monde. Cette fois 
c' etait du rock n' roll dont il 
s'agissait, dont le roi inconteste 
en fut Elvis Presley. Cette mu- 
sique fut caracterisee par 
l'influence marquee du folklore 
americain et du blues dont des 
compositeurs et des interpr£tes 
tel que Chuck Berry se firent les 
representants. Les annees 1960 
symbolisdrent une nouvelle 
revolution avec les Beatles de 
Liverpool, qui eux-memes ex- 
primaient rinfluence du blues 
americain. 

Quoi qu'il en soit, alors que la 
musique rock gagnait en im- 
portance, les chansons 
d'inspiration sociale traitant de 
gens ordinaires et de sujets po- 
litiques se developp£rent 
simultanement. Simon et Gar- 
fulkel, Carole King, et Joni 
Mitchell caracterisent en eux- 
memes ce type de musique. 
Vers le debut des annees 70 le 
rock subit une evolution frap- 
pante, que I'Angleterre rendue 
populaire avec le chanteur 
David Bowie. Plus tard, apr&s 
la creation du "Heavy Metal" 
un enthousiasme croissant 
pour les discotheques se mani- 
festa, ainsi que pour la musique 
d'origines culturelles variees 
telle que le Reggae. Depuis lors, 
de nombreuses tendances se 
sont developpees et nul ne sait 
encore si elles demeureront. Ce 
qui ne fait pas de doute, est que 
ce melange melodique reflate 
plus que jamais la pluralite de 
nos influences sociales et cul- 
turelles.

Depuis quelques mois, Mon- 
sieur Gorbatchev annonce des 
r^formes dans bien des do- 
maines qui, il f aut bien l'a vouer, 
intriguent le monde entier. 
Qu'en est-il du milieu editorial, 
secteur depuis toujours 
particulterement surveille dans 
un pays ou l'Etat-Parti impose 
de fagon omnipresente son 
ideologie? II apparait evident 
que les ecrivains sont choyes 
par le pou voir pour faire passer 
son message. Celk meme 
marque les limites du change- 
ment proclame: le degel 
litteraire reste tributaire d'une 
decision politique qui, k tout 
moment, peut se modifier. La 
censure, si elle desserre son 
etau, est loin d'avoir disparue. 
Enfin, la plupart des livres que 
les ' Sovietiques s'appretent k 
"decouvrir" sont connus 
parfois depuis des decennies en 
Occident. Le grand ecrivain 
Alexandre Zinoviev exile k 
Munich va plus loin encore 
dans son nouvel essai: d'apres 
lui, le gorbatchevisme n'est que 
poudre aux yeux. 

"Ici il y aura un musee". 
L'inscription est gravee sur une 
plaque apposee au portail de la 
datchade Pas tnernak, Une main 
anonyme a ajoute: "quand?". 
La m£me a ecnt rageusement 
un peu plus loin, sur le fronton 
de la datcha du po£te: "ici il n'y 
aura jamais de musee". La 
guerre fait rage k Peredelkino le 
village des ecrivains k une 
quinzaine de kilometres de 
Moscou. C'est un conservatoire 
de haines recuites, de rancunes 
tenaces. La superbe datcha de 



l'ecrivain-po£te aujourd'hui 
tout k fait rehabilite doit-elle 
devenir un musee consacre k 
son souvenir exclusif ou un 
musee de la litterature 
sovietique? 

L'Union des ecrivains, cette 
toute puissante organisation 
veille depuis 1934, date de sa 
creation, au respect de 
I'esthetique officielle, toujours 
incarnee par le realisme sorial- 
iste. Sous la direction de son 
premier secretaire, elle dis- 
tribue aussi les avantages 
materiels tr&s prises, dont peu- 
vent beneficier les membres de 
la Confrerie (attribution 
d'appartements, sejour a 
l'etranger, etc.). Jusqu'd l'annee 
derntere, l'Union avait k sa tete 
Gueorgui Markov, prototype de 
bureaucrate-ecrivain k la botte 
du pouvoir. II est aujourd'hui 
remplace par Vladimir Karpov, 
ecrivain* plutot conventionnel, 
homme prudent mais k la 
reputation (encore) intacte. 

II apparait done, que si Mon- 
sieur Gorbatchev prone la trans- 
parence, il demeure plus que 
prudent. Ainsi, a ecouter la liste 
des rehabilitations litteraires 
"la transparence" pronee par 
l'editeur sovietique revisee par 
Gorbatchev prend vite la forme 
d'une st^le funeraire ou Ton 
retrouve, cote k cote, les 
emigres de la premiere heure 
(Nabokov, "tragiquement 
meconnu de son vivant", tous 
morts, de preference depuis 
quelques dizaines d'annees).
